‘The injured of 
the government party were brought to 
Apia and cared for by the London Mis- 
sionary Society. The wounded rebels 
were cared for in their own district by 
Rev. J. W. Mills of the same society. 
This opening battle showed conclu- 
sively that neither the rebels nor the 
government natives will heed in the 
‘least the ordinance regently enacted by 
the Samoan  govermment ‘prohibiting 
head-cutting barbarities. In fact, the 
taking of the head of the Chief Tuifige 
was of more than usual atrocity. When 
brought a captive into the government 
camp he was but slightly wounded, but 
it is asserted that his arms were first 
lopped off and afterward his head. That 
Chief Tuifiga’s head was actually 
brought..to Apia to be presented to 


tainly significant: 

Following this outbreak there was a 
essation’ of hostilitf'es for a few days, 
but there was great excitement Tere, 
caused by. news that the people of 
Atua, who sympathized with those of 
Aana, intended to join’ the rebels 
in an attack on Apia. The citizens of 
‘Avie, were made more uneasy by their 
knowledge that the Aana rebels were 
possessed of $1600 worth of cartridges, 
surreptitiously supp‘ied to them by an 
unscrupulous dealer. The Aana tribe 
acauired this money from the govern- 
ment through a land-claim compromise. 
At this juncture, however, the united 
consuls issued a proclamation, warning 
armed parties of Samoans against com- 
ing within the Apta municipal distr*ct. 
Though sneered at, the proclamatton 
was not scorned. It prevented the 
town from being overrun by armed 
natives. On the following Monday a 
government party attacked the Aana 
rebels, but were repulsed, losing four 
killed, and having many wounded. The 
rebels suffered no loss. On Monday, 
March 19, a particularly. -sanguinary 
battle was fought. For Samoan war- 
fare, it was a heavy engagement. The 
battle ended in a complete rout of the 
rebels, but their defeat was not ac- 
complished untii ‘their houses’ had 
been ‘burned, cows and horses butch- 
ered, women and children | maltreated

The rebels lost ten or twelve men 
and had a large number wounded. The 
Loyalsts lost the same number of 
killed, and their list of wounded was 
also very ‘arge.

‘The 
Executive Council will consist of five 
members—Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Minister of Finance, Minister of. .the 
Interior, Minister of Health and Bdu-.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, ‘April 13. — There 
were but ten Democratic Senators pres. 
ent when the Senate met today, and 
about half as many more Republicans, 
Senator ‘George gave notice that on 
Tuesday next Mr. McLaurin would ad- 
dress the Senate on the tariff bill: 

‘The Urgent Deficiency Bill was taken 
up and discussed until 1 o’clock, when 
it was displaced by the tariff bill, and 
Senator Peffer resumed.his speech. At 
its conclusion Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon was recognized, and, beginning his 
speech, described the events and poli- 
cies which produced the Republican 
party and on which the party still 
stood. 

Seriator Mitchell began with a declar- 
ation that the passage of the bill 
would be legislative recognition of a 
most dangerous economic and unconsti- 
tutional heresy. The condemned doc- 
trine of the right of secession was 
fraught with but little more danger to 
the repubiic. In the platfcrm of 1856 
the Democratic party had committed 


itself to the doctrine of free trade and 


the people had made the fearful mistake 
of electing Buchanan on that issue. As 
a result the treasury was made almost 
bankrupt, the national credit was 
shaken and the very life of the repub- 
lic was placed in danger. In 1860 the 
people realized their mistake and 
hurled the Democracy from power and 
indorsed protection. History frequently 


repeats itself in many respects and he 


imagined it required no uncommon gift 
of prescience or prophesy to either see 


or predict a repetition of as complete 


an overthrow of the Democratic party 
in this country in 1896 as befell it‘ in 
1860. 

Mr. Mitchell declared that not until 
1892 had the Democrats dared to at- 
tack the constitutionality of the forma- 
tion of the national government tv 
show that the Union had been brought 
about because of paralysis of trade ana 
industry, resulting from the varying 
tariff schedules in the different States 
under the Confederacy. He quoted 
from history to support his assertion 
that’ the present evil times bear no 
comparison in disastrous consequences 
to the adoption of .the Constitution, 
when the country was overwhelmed by 
English exports, the circulation me- 
dium was econtracted, the specie 
drained away and wages and prices 
went down. 

He said: ‘* These historical. defenses 
give some idea of the conditton of our 
country during that period when there 
was no constitutional power in the Con- 
gress to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations, and among the several 
States, and it is to such a condition that 
our country and its people will be again 
driven if the fearful heresy that there 
is no constituticnal power in: the Con- 
gress of this new nation to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations by ‘im- 
posing restrictive and even prohibitory. 
customs duty should ever find sub- 
stantial expression on the statute books 
of our country.”

Ferry arrived from San Francisco as 
the agent of Wah Hing, a Chinese doc- 
tor. Ferry hustled about town, drum- 
ming up business for his employer, and 


laboring men alone, for all the citizens 
‘of Winters regard the rapid increase of 
the Asiatic population as a bad thing 
for the town. 
The ranchers show no disposition to 
give up their cheap labor, and declare 
that they will continue to employ Chi- 
nese and Japanese. The people of Win- 
ters are equally determined that they 
shall not, and, unless one side weak- 
ens very soon, serious trouble is liable 
.to occur. The Chinese and Japanese 
are greatly alarmed, and are keeping 
closely to their quarters.

Suggestions for Sugar-bect Growing. 

The acreage of sugar beets in this 
State is extending each year, and sug- 
gestions for better practice are being 
drawn from wider experience. Richard 
Gird of Chino recently issued the fol- 
lowing suggestions to beet-growers of 
his region, and they will be found of 
interest to all beet men.- He says: 

The land to be planted in beets should 


experience. 

From the experience gained on the 
Chino Sugar Beet Plantation, it is be- 
lieved that all those soils which are 
warm enough to bear deep plowing im- 
mediately before planting should be so 
plowed, turning the wire worms under 
to such a depth that they will not get 
back to the surface in time to affect 
the young beets until they have made 
sufficient growth to defy their work. 
Also that packing the loose surface 
after the beets are up, with a light 


by obstructing.its~ movements, which 
is so far the only enemy of the bee 
discovered on the Chind- ranch. 


it in a thoroughly. pulverized conditoin, 
to at least a depth of from eight to 
twelve inches; being careful not to 
turn up too much new cold soil to the 
surface, but each successive year the 
plowing could be run to a greater depth 
to bring up fresh soil to be aerated. 


In order to insure the germination of 
the seed the land should be plowed and 
harrowed for some days before the 
seed is planted, in order for the land 
to become settled and ‘packed, allow- 
ing the moisture. to raise and thor- 
oughly distribute itselr near the sur- 
face. There are some scils which would 
be very much benefited by running 
a subsoiler to the depth of four, five 
or six inches below the bottom ,f the 
surface plow, amd to lossen up and 
give the roots a chance to penetrate 
without turning the cold soil to the 
surface. The spring plowing should be 
shallow, and the ground well harrowed 
down and let to settle before planting. 

Seeding.—The seed should be sown in 
drills from 18 to 20 inches apart, with 


the plants all to come up at the same 
time. This is of the utmost importance 
and should not be neglected, and in 
sowing care should be taken that the 
seed reaches the moist earth and that 
it is properly covered. ;

The following letter, in answer to an 
editorial printed yesterday, has been 
received by the Tribune from Postmas- 
your editorial of yesterday 
headed, “The Roman Catholic Church 
in Politics,”’ after mentioning the fact 
that nearly the entire embership of 
the Roman Catholic ohuteh persistently 
acts with one political party;. controls 
its political machinery; that tn certain 
large cities it grabs about all the of- 
féces; that Republicans do not like to 
see the membership of this strong and 
rapidly-growing church voting almost 
solidly at all elections against Repub- 
lican candidates, etc., ete.,’”’ you also 


Say, ‘“‘thus’ all Catholic Poles support : 


the Democratic party, almost all Catho- 
lic. Bohemians, all Catholic Huns, 
nearly. all Catholic French, German 
Catholics, with a few rare exceptions, 
and all Italian, Austrian and Swiss 
Catholics are solidly with the Demo- 
cratic party.” ‘You then ask the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Why?” Is it because that party 
is for free trade and low wages and 
generally for a cheap, debased cur- 
rency? or is the reason something else?” 
You go on to say “that the Tribune 
has often asked for a solution of this 
mystery, and never received a satis- 
factory explanation.” 

With your indulgence, and if you 
will place about one column of your

NEW YORK, April 13.—When tomor- 
row’s European steamer shall have de- 
parted, some $4,000,000 in gold will have 
been shipped during the week, of which 
all but $750,000 from Boston, is exported 
from this city. The sub-treasury supplied 
$149,000 of the amount shipped from here, 
the banks furnishing the rest. The ship- 
ments are heavy by reason of the fact 
that bills of exchange are scarce, and gold 
is sent forward to meet the requirements. 
The gold shipments had a slight depress- 


the earlier part of the day, but at no 
‘time caused any great pressure to sell, 
and in the later dealings was not a fac- 
tor in the speculation, which was very 
strong during the last hour of business. 
It is not expected that the gold exports 
will reach serious proportions as the ex- 
change market does not warrant it, the 
margin of profit being slight, and besides 
the London gold reserve is at the high 
point, and the continent is now offering 
special inducements for the yellow metal.

Going back to the earliest history of 
horttcultural practice we read, “A 
rive, went out of Eden to water the 
garien,” which makes Adam the origi- 
nal irrigationist as well as the original 
sirmer, Coming down through subse- 
quent ages it is found that irriga- 
tion was made a part of the agricul- 
tyral pursuits of the ancient races of 
nien and that there exist in evidence 
thereof many reservoirs and canals of 
vast proportions ard of skillful con- 
struction. In the arid districts of Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa where the éar- 
liest agriculture was_ practiced, are 
many remains of ancient systems of 
irrigation. 


As particularly notable might be de-- 


seribed the aqueducts, reservoirs 
and conduits of Rome, Greece, 
Phoenicia, Palestine, Egypt. and 
India. These all show engin- 
eering knowledge of a high order, 
. and evidently served the dual purpose 
of supplying water to the thirsty land 
as well as the thirsty inhabitants. 
And ancient irrigation was not con- 
fined to the Olid World. In Mexico, 
Peru. and that portion of the United 
States now occupied by Arizona® 
New Mexico are many works of the 
Aztec and Toltec races, which prove 
that these prehistoric people reclaimed 
and cultivated an extensive area under 
irrigation, systems. as complete in de- 
tail and effective as any which exist 
today. Throughout the Salt River 
Valley in Arizona can still be seen 
the ruins ef ancient canals which, dis- 
play in their construction a knowledge 
of engineering science equal in_ its 
practical results to that of modern 
times. Granting that the topography 
of the country was the sathne then as 
now. the ancient Aztec builder over- 
came obstacles which would puzzle his 
successor today. Same of these canals 
were of great capacity as must have 
been the case, if, as Frank H. Cush- 
ing, the archaeologist, claims, the Salt 
River Valley had a population of 300,- 
000 under the Aztec dominion. Sev- 
eral of the canals now in operation fol- 
low the exact lines of the old Aztec 
ditches and have required very little 
change in the matter of saginesting 
from grades and contours ed by 
their ancient builders. 
Some. writers conjecture that these 
early canals and their tributary reser- 
voirs in Arizona are 10,000 years old, 
but, for fear of upsetting our theory 
that Adam was the first trrigator, we 
are not disposed to accept 86 great 
an antiquity. 
Modern irrigation, under ‘the Ameri- 
can regime, dates back but a few years, 
although it has long. been practiced 
in a primitive and desulto way by 
the Mexicans. The first attempts at 
‘utilizing water for y crops by 
the early farmers were confined to sim- 
ple ditches, conducted from convenient 
streams, and cheaply constructed. In

New industries tlave becothe possible, 
and, altogether, the question of trri- 
gation stands forth as one of the most 
influential now dem&nding pubiic at- 
tention. As related to Arizona, as well 
as the entire arid Southwest, it is the 
life-giving force underlying all its agri- 
cultural and horticultural progress and 
prosperity. 

Before proceeding to an examina- 
tion of the systems in operation and 
being constructed, the methods of ap- 
plying ‘and distributing water, and 
the results achieved by its use, a 
few words defining some of the terms 
used dn irrigation will be timely and 
instructive. Irrigation systems in gen- 
eral may be divided into two classes, 
so far as the consumption of water is 
concerned, or the manner of dealing 
with the consumer. 

These may be designated as the com- 
mercial and co-operative. That which 
may be termed a purely ' commercial 
system is one where the water is owned 
by a corporation and sold in a specified 
quantity and at a fixed price to the 
consumer. Under this system the 
owner of land may buy certain water 
rights, but these are held and conveyed 
as entirely distinct from the land. 
Practically all commercial systems are 


wholesale dealers in water. Under the 


co-operative systems the water is a 
part of the land,.in other words owners 
of the land are shareholders in the 
water, . 
Another special classification of ir- 
rigating systems might be made into 
those where the water is conserved by 
means of catching dams and retained

land by means of diverting dams and 
canals. The former belongs usually to 
the commercial class while the latter 
is sometimes of the co-operative class,

through an inch square in an inch- 
thick board, with four inches of 
‘pressure over the center of the opening. 
The steady flow of this inch, known as 
a miner’s inch, for twenty-four hours 
is equivalent to 12,960 gallons of water. 
} Another basis of measurement is the 
cubic foot; a-cubic foot per see- 


An__acre foot. of. water, 
often used in estimating capacity 
of-reservoirs, is water enough to cover 
one acre a foot deep. 

Water is usually sold in Arizona on 
a basis of one inch to two and one-half 
to five acres. The duty of water varies 
according to conditions of soil where 
appropriated, 
This is shown by the different quan- 
tities required under the practice as to 
distribution just indicated. The rela- 
tive rainfall from season to season, 
kinds of trees and other products irri- 
gated, and the amount of cultivation 
bestowed on land all have to do with 
the quantity consumed or needed. 

The water for irrigation in Arizona 
is derived from the principal rivers of 
the Territory. . These are the Colorado, 
Salt, Gila and Santa Cruz and their 
tributaries. The. common method of 
canal construction is to select a point 
in the river where. headworks can be 
built in the solid rock, and by a di- 
verting-dam the waters are raised and 
conducted through head-gates into the 


so arranged as to regulate the supply 
and control the natural flow of the 
river. 

In some instances no dam is required, 
but the excavations for the head- 
works are made sufficiently deep to 
place the bottom of the canal on a 
level with the lowest flow of the river. 
‘The point of departure for the canal 
is always high enough with reference 
to the area to be covered by its waters 
to secure a gradual fall, which usually 
varies from one to three feet. 

Of the canals now in actual opera- 
}tion those of the Salt River Valley are 
the most important,.and will therefore 
receive the more _ particular descrip- 
tion. Leading in capacity and extent 
is the Arizona Canal, which has its 
head in the Salt River, twenty-six miles 
northeast of the city of Phoenix, near 
Mt. McDowell, which has been the 
scene of many murderous outbreaks 
by the wily Apache in years past.’ _ 

The’ diverting dam is built of tim- 
bers bolted to solid rock foundations, 
and secured at each end by substantial 
masonry work resting on and against 
the rock-bound shores of the _ river. 
This dam is 1000 feet in length, and 
raises the water of the river about 
ten feet. The canal at the head is 36 
feet wide wide on the bottom and 56 
feet wide on the top, with a carrying 
capacity of 7% feet, which means 1000 
cubic feet or ‘60,000 inches of water. 
The entire length of this canal is forty- 
seven miles, and along its course at 
intervals of one mile are lateral ditches 
through which the water is conducted 
to the tributary lands as required by 
the consumers. Running nearly par- 
allel with the Arizona Canal through 
lands on the north of the Salt River 
are three other canals, known as the 
Grand, Maricopa and Salt River Val- 
ley. These are connected with the 
Arizona twenty-three miles below its 
head by a cross-cut canal, which serves 
the purpose of regulation and distribu- 
tion between these several systems. 
The total length of the four canals 
is one hundred and twelve miles, with 
a total capacity of 70.000 miners’ inches.

There 
are several extensive canal systems 
built and projected in the Gila Valley, 
but. mention of one is sufficient as an 
example. This is the Peoria Canal, 
thirty-eight miles in length ,which is 
taken from the Gila River twenty-five 
miles north of Gila Bend Station, on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 

The builders of this canal are mem- 
bers of the Peoria, Ill., Whisky Trust, 
whose means are certainly being de- 
voted to a very laudable purpose, and 
who present the somewhat anomalous 
ituation of turning whisky into water, 
The waters for this canal are diverted 
from the river by a timber dam built 
on piling driven to a solid foundation, 
and filled with rock and gravel firmly 
settled. The length of the dam is 2100 
feet, securely attached by masonry 
work at each end to high butts on the 
river banks. It is in the form of. the 
segment of a circle, and so designed 
as to resist flood waters. The head- 


gates are of iron so constructed as to, 


carry off the accumulation of silt, of 
which the waters of this river carry a 
large percentage. The dam raises the 
water twenty feet, and will furnish the 
canal with over 750 cubic feet of water— 
its practical capacity. 

On the Gila River there are also pro- 
jected the South Gila Canal 4nd the 
Florence Canal, which together will 
water about 500,000 acres of land when 
completed.

This undertaking contemplates the 
construction of gravity canals from a 
point in the Colorado River, several 
miles above Yuma, and the conducting 
of the waters of this river over an 
arid waste, that, while forbidding in 
appearance, is known to be capable of 
the greatest fertility. One interesting 
feature of this plan to reclaim the 
desert is found in the character of the 
water to be utilized. Analysis shows 
that the water.of,the Colorado River 
carries a larger percentage of sedimen- 
tary deposit than any other river in 
the world, not excepting the Nile. The 
same is ttrue, in a relative degree, of 
all other rivers in,Arizona. By con- 
stant use of these waters the soil not 
only receives the reviving benefits of 
irrigation, but at the same time a 
very considerable amount of fertilizing 
material. 

The beneficial results thus made 
possible, have already been practically 
demonstraited, and what may be 
achieved- by the pnoposed reclamation 
of a vast area, with peculiar advan- 
tages of climate and environment, is 
one of the most significant suggestions 
conceivable in connection with the new 
era of irrigation. 

The storage of water by reservoirs 
for irrigation purposes has thus far 
been one of the untried problems in 
‘Anizona. But the possibilities in this 
direction are equal to any section of 
the arid West, and, becatise of the 
stability and.certainty of. this method, 
it is only a question of time when it 
will be carnied into practical force.

At this writing the farmers are still 
‘waiting for rain, and as day after day 
goes by without a shower, the chance 
of getting any more moisture becomes 


- Jess and less. A majority of the, pro- 


ducers have made up their minds that 
it will be a dry season. While this will 
be hard on those who farm dry land, 
those who are so fortunate as to-have 
the means of irrigation will get big 
prices for the crops which they raise. 
Barley has been going up very rapidly 
and is now quoted at $1.20, with a good 
prospect of a further advance. Other 
produce is jumping up the ladder in 
‘sympathy with grain, amd it is difficult 
to say when the limit will be reached. 
It depends largely upon the possibility 
of importing produce from other points, 

1d this again depends, of course, on 
the reasonableness or otherwise of the 
charges made by the. transportatfon 
companies. 

The deciduous fruit crop in this sec- 
tion promises to be a very large one, 
except, perhaps, in some of the unirri- 
gated districts where the ground is more 

than usually dry. There is every pros- 

pect of high prices for fruits this sum- 
mer, as the crop throughout the Eastern 

ni Southern States has been more or 
1 of a failure. Reports from those 
sections, which have been coming in 

from time to time have been considered 
ebibeeratea by many, as we have be- 
cdme so accustomed to getting similar 
reports, which are afterward frequently 
contradicted. This time, however, there 
seems to be no doubt on the question. 
Mr. Franklin, the weather observer in 
Los Angeles, has permitted The Times 
to glance through the weekly crop bul- 
letin from several Southern States, in- 
cluding Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, West Virginia, Arkansas, Florida, 
Géorgia and Maryland, from which it is 
plain to see that the damage to the 


| crops has been more serious than has 


been known for many years. The straw- 
berry crop is practically ruined, which 
will have a great effect on the orange 
_market, increasing the demand for or- 
anges. In some sections it is reported 
that even the young onions were frozen. 
Now that we are likely to have a 
good year for fruit, our growers should 
try to make the most of it. Dealers 
lay great stress on the importance of 
thinning out fruit liberally, so as to 
insure fruit of large size, and at the 
same time leave the trees in good ccn- 


~~ dition for the next crop.”

Arrowroot. 

There appears to be scarcely any 
limit to the number of products which 
can be successfully raised in this sec- 
tion. Experiments are constantly go- 
ing on with new varieties of plants and 
fruits, and it is the exception when 
the results obtained are not encourag- 
ing. It is a good thing to encourage 
efforts in this direction, because it ‘s 
not well for any section to have all its 
eggs in one basket, as it were. There 
will always be seasons when certain 
crops prove to be a failure, and it is at 
those times that the prudent farmer 
congratulates himself upon having 
something else to fall back on. 

While it is true that many crops, 
puch as cotton, coffee, tea and silk, 
can be successfully raised in this sec- 
tion, the difficulty hitherto has been 
in the question of labor. Where these 
crops are raised on a large commercial 
acale, labor is very cheap, while here in 
Southern California it still commands 
& comparatively high -price, in, spite 
of the prevailing depression in the 
business world. 

John Wilson of Los Angeles has been 
experimenting with arrowroot, which he 
believes may in course of time become 
@n important product of this. section. 
It is from Mr. Wilson that the fol- 
lowing information in regard to this 


plant is obtained: 
Arrowroot is a kind of farinaceous 

- product manufactured from the bulbous 
roots of certain plants indigenous to 
tropical and sub-tropica! countries. It 
is a fine, starchy farina, and is much 
esteemed as a delicacy, and as an 
easily-digestible food for young chii- 
dren and. invalids, It is especially val- 
wable as a food for persons who have 
béen reduced to the last.stages of de- 
bility by diseases whether acute or 


' chronic, and whose stomachs reject all 
™ other form of nutriment. In appear- 


ance it is a light opaque white powder,

Owing to the popular belief that it 
could be grown successfully only within 
or in the immediate vicinity of the 
tropics its cultivation has been con- 
fined to a few favored localities, and 
the demand for the article has always 
been much greater than the supply. 
England, which has hitherto been the 
principal market for arrowroot, im- 
ports 200,000 pounds: annually from 
the Bermudas alone, the pure product 
selling readily at $1 per pound for first 
quality and.75 cents for second quality, 
while in the United States the adul- 
terated article sells at from 60 cents to 
$1 per pound. 

There are many varieties of arrow- 
root, namely, the Maranta Arundinacea. 
variegate, Kerchona.iia, Legrelliana, 
Massangeana and others too numerous 
to mention, all of which are cultivated 
as ornamental plants and are of no spe- 
cial economic value, only containing 
| from 6 to 10 per cent. of the starch. 

The Maranta Arundinacea or Ber- 
muda arrowroot contains from 20 to 30 
per cent., and has been a source of. in- 
come and affluence to the inhabitants 
of those. islands. for several centuries. 
Lastly comes the Maranta Bornea cr 
Bornese arrowroot which Mr. Wilson 
has introduced from. Australia and 
which contains from 20 to 60 per cent. 
of a finer starch than is yielded even 
by the Bermuda stock.. Each of these 
plants with proper attention and a 
favorable location can be depended cn 
to produce to the value of at least $1 
each and as they can be planted two 
feet each way it may easily bb seen 
that the remuneration in raising them 
will be greater than can be realized on 
any of our present crops. _ 

The plant attains a height of two 
feet, is an upright grower, with hand- 
some, lanceolate leaves, and is entirely 
free from insect pest8 and other dis- 
eases which frequently spoil the profits 
and upset the calculation of our hus- 
bandmen and agviculturists. Beiig a 
perennial it always presents the same 


spersed with pearly blossoms, except 
when touched by frost, to which it is 
very sensitive. However, as the plant 
has attained its full maturity when our 
frosts occur the tops aténe get nipped, | 
while the roéts remain intact. Each 
plant throws from four to eight or 
more shoots, which can be separated 
and replanted, while all the bulbs can 
be utilized in the manufacture of the 
commodity, and not a particle goes to 
waste. Any good soil will grow it suc- 
cessfully, and, the cultivation is ex- 


as that required for potatoes or any 
other crop. 
When the -bulbs or rhizomes are taken 


|from the ground they are first thor- 


oughly washed and divested of the thin 
outer skin, which if allowed to remain 
would impart a slightly bitter taste to 
the starch. They are .then placed in a 
hopper, which sits against a corrugated 
cylinder, whose numerous revolving 
points grate it into small nariicles, 
which fall inte a tub or vat, which is 
filled with about one-third of water. 
into which it is vigorous!y stirred until 
the moisture assumes the color of milk. 
The water holding. the starch in sus- 
pension is then allowed to pass through 
a fine hair si@ve into another vat, and 
the stirring being continued in the 
second vat it is allowed to pass through 
a second finer sieve int6 the third re- 
ceptacle (which contginis the choicest 
grade, the middle tank containing the 
second or coarser article.) The starch 
is then allowed to subside to the bot- 
tom and the surplus water is drained 
off the. top. It is then placed in. the 
sun to dry, and when it: attains suf- 
ficient degree’ of stiffness it fs cut ‘into 
Scuares with a knife, after which it 
is taken out.and ‘placed ,on-large,; shal- 
Jow trays, with white’ calico bottoms, 
and kept in the sun until the drying 
is completed, when the arrowroot falls 
to powder. and resolves itself into the 
article of commerce, 

Mr., Wilson thinks that the. experi- 
ment which he has made proved to 
him conclusively. that the.day is not 
far distant when Southern California 
will include arrowroot among its sta- 
ple products, and receive therefrom a 
portion of the large income which has 
been given to the West Indies for 
centuries, and to Australia for several 
years. Another advantage possessed by 
this industry is that the fibrous and 
insoluble residue, which is left: over 
in the first process of manufacture, -is 
excelient’ food for’ hogs, upon ‘which 
they fatten with wonderful rapidity...

The expenses of cultivation depended 
upon a great variety of circumstances. 
On sandy soil the cutter will go deeper 
than in clay soil, and, therefore, less 
Plowing is necessary. 

H. P. Stabler agreed with Mr. Kells, 
except that this year he intended to 
p.0ow only once. He thought the rotl- 
ing cutter would do away with one 
plowing. He did not believe that in 
this section piowing could be 
pensed with.

At birth a colt has three molars, 
and by. the time he: reaches 1.year 
he gets ‘his first permanent tooth; by 
the time he is 4 years old they are all 
up. When a foai gets his full comp-e- 
ment of teeth he throws off the title 
of colt:and takes that of horse, a filly 
assumes that of mare. — ° 

In our opinion a colt’s mouth should 
be carefully examined by a suitable 
person certainly once in three months, 
as.the process of dentition: can be 
greatly facilitated and many annoying 
habits prevented. After a horse feaches 
maturity his mouth should be exam- 
ined by a competent dentist certainly 
once each year, and all sharp edges 
and abnormal) conditions removed. By 
so doing the owner and driver wili save 
himself and animal many unpleasant 
experiences. It certainly is money 
well: spent, if he values his own and 
horse’s comfort. The.expense is nom- 
inal compared with the amount. of 
‘benefit derived.

- Growing Large Corn 
(American Cultivator:) The com- 


parative yield of corn is a better meas- 
ure of good or bad. farming than is 
any other crop that grows, It is the 
crop above all others which delights. in 
rich soil. It is impossible to have corn’ 
ground too fertile or in too mellow a 
tilth, though where the soil is mucky 
and full of vegetable matter some;min- 
eral fertilizer,; phosphate or potash, is 
needed to give the stalks strength in 

roportion to their size and weight, 
Rnd prevent their prostration in heavy. 
winds... For’ this reason the common 
practice of top dressing the corn after 
planting with a little wood ashes on 
each hill’ is a good one. 

It is true the potash in caustic’ woad 
ashes cannot be at once directly avail- 
able for the young plants. The corn 
does not need the potash at this early 
period of its growth. But when spring 
rains leach the ashes, and thus _ bring 
potash in contact with the vegetable 
matter in the soil, it greatly helps its 
decomposition. This gives both warmth 
and an additional supply of nitrogen, 
which is just what the young corn 
plant needs. As fast as the nitrogen is 
formed it unites with the potash, which 
is then no longer caustic but-a.nitrate, 
and one of the mot stimulating, of 
manures. Thus,to a certain extent a 
dressing of wood ashes on land which 
contains much vegetable matter is as 
good as an application of stable ma- 

How large corn crops can be grown 
on good land with a good season? The 
largest reported yields were, we believe, 
about one hundred and fifty-four bush- 
els of shelled corn per acre.

But the way to get the largest yield is 
doubtless-to drill the seed, applying some 
nitrogen and fertilizer with the seed,

Har- 
rowing the corn will not pull out any 
plants if the surface is free from: sod 
and stone.
